One of tlio last letters which Dean' 
Stanley wrote was to the St. Javin 
■ ' Gazette in reference to a proposed 
monument to the Cromwell ian chiefs 
whose remains were disinterred at 
Westminstor Abbey hy royal warrant 
in 1,061. The Dean says in this letter 
that one of his first nets after coming 
to Westminster was (o apply for 
the cancellation of this warrant 
He then ordered a design for a monu- 
niont. "At thi.i moment) however," 
he says, " I was met by the fierce on- 
slaught made in the House of Commons 
on the analogous monument of the 
Prince Imperial ; and it seemed to me 
that to erect a corresponding memorial 
to those heroes and victims of popular 
triumph and popular vengeance might 
fairly arouse angry questionings from 
the opposite side. The short-lived ex- 
citement has now subsided, and 1 shall 
be happy to fulfil my project, and to 
erect a monument so soon as I can iiml 
a lit motto from some great English 
writer to inscribe upon it. 1 had at 
one time asked permission of the Pout 
Laureate to inscribe four lines from 
the drama of " The Cup," but on con- 
sideration they seemed too cluasical for 
the common reader, and I am still in 
search of'an appropriate inscription. 
When that is procured I shall at once 
erect a monument, unless deterred by 
some similar action to t lint to which I 
have alluded in 1SS0." 

St. Margaret's churchyard, West 
minster, is to be transformed into -i 
piece of green turf, thus atlonliiig a 
more sightly approach to the Abbey. 
The St. Jamea' G'tr.rt/c accompanies the 
announcement of this plan with the 
following suggestion : — " Wo wonder 
if the committee have taken, or would 
bo willing to take, into consideration 
the propriety of raising some kind of 
memorial to certain eminent persons 
who are buried there .' The vear after 
the Restoration the remains of the late 
Protector's relations and friends who 
had been interred in Westminster 
Abbey (except Mrs, (,'lavpole, whom- 
grave was undisturbed) were taken up 
and cast into the 'common pit' in St. 
Margaret's churchyard ; the bodies of 
Cromwell, Bradshaw, and Ireton hav 
in» been previously hanged at Tyburn 
and otherwise disposed of. I Jut in the 
'common pits' or parish grave of St. 
Margaret's the bodies of Admiral 
Blake, John Pym, lien. Peane, William 
Strode, Mrs. Cromwell, the Protector's 
mother ; Mrs. Ih-sborough, his sister ; 

. and Anno Fleetwood, bis granddaughter 
—beside those of many others, more or 
lens distinguished or notorious — wen- 
buried. The spot where they were in 
tarred has been ascertained to be on 
the north side of Westminster Abbey, 
between the transept and thn west, end, 
and a good opportunity seems now to 
present itself for marking and rescuing 
it from general oblivion.'' 

Considerable amusement has been 
caused in political circles in England 
by the discomfiture of a great Conser- 
vative dinner party, who assembled at 
Finchley to do honor to the members 
for Middlesex, Lord tleorge Hamilton 
and Mr. Coope. The guests and orators 
were there, but no dinner. < In inquiry,

Ah ! Now wo come to the truth, uu.l 
you shall see how different it is !" 

And then he went on, taking up, pi.'..- 
by piece, the speech which he hud ju... 
made, ami utterly demolishing it. An.!, 
as he hud, in the out.-et, presented t h . 
case almost word for word as the coun- 
sel for the plaintiff bud planned to pre- 
sent it, he had left them without a whole 
rag _upon their spars. His presenta- 
tion of what he was pleased to call Un- 
truth was simply masterly ; and we will 
only add that the case was his from that 
moment, beyond the power of the oppo 
sitiou even to attract serious attention 
from the jury.

Might there not lie arranged, at h 
small additional cost, a more frequent 
mail service between Esquimalt mid 
Victoria i The stage makes daily three 
round trips between the two places, yet 
carries the mail each way only twice. 
The mail leaves Victoria at 1 1.30 a.m. 
and at 1.30 p.m., and leaves Esquimalt 
:it 9.30 a.m. and 1.30 p.nj, The third 
trip is .an intermediate one in which no 
\ j mail is carried either way. To demon- 
strate the inconvenience of the service 
it is only necessary to state the facts : 
The. first daily delivery at Esquimalt 
taken place, at 1 2 .noon,, and the latest 
hour for dispatch to Victoria is at 1.30 
n. ni. — scarcely time to answer a letter 
iietweeu receipt and dispatch. When 
mails from abroad arrive at Victoria 
late on a Saturday afternoon no deliv- 
ery thereof takes place at Esquimalt, in 
the ordinary course, until the following 
Monday at noon. The distance between 
Esquimalt and Victoria is only three 
miles, and if the hours at which the 
stage leaves Victoria were equally di- 
vided so as to provide for a threc-times- 
a-day carriage of the mails, great satis- 
faction would lie afforded both to 
the residents of Victoria ami Esqui- 
mau. A little consideration in such 
matters on the part of the postal au- 
thorities towards the officers ami men 
of H. M. ships lying at Esquimalt i.i no 
more than their due, especially at the 
chief naval station on the Pacific. The 
remedy is not difficult to find, consider- 
ing, as we have pointed out, that there 
is always at least one stage running 
three times a day each way between 
Esquimalt and Victoria; but hitherto 
only availed of twice a day each way 
for mail purposes. As regards the ex- 
pense of an improved postal communi- 
cation the high rate now in force, three 
cents, as much as to the most distant 
part of the Dominion, ought to be suf- 
ficent to provide for two deliveries each 
way daily, and we do not think that 
Mr. Saundehs, the mail contractor, 
would demand, for carrying the mail 
three times daily, a very large addition 
to his present subsidy. If our postal 
friends were to try the plan we have 
suggested we feci sure that the efficiency 
of the service would be greatly enhanc- 
ed and the public satisfaction corres- 
pondingly increased. 

UNHAPPY YALE. 

Our exclusive dispatch from Vale 
draws an affecting picture of the condi- 
tion of things there. Many old settlers 
had the fruits of the labors of a quarter 
of a century swept away and are now 
penniless and houseless. The picture 
is a sad one. Can nothing be done to 
aid the sufferers ? When St. John, N. 
B., was destroyed British Columbia 
contributed most generously towards 
the relief fund. Does Vale want re- 
lief! Are there any cases of distress 
among the unfortunates/ Jf so, let 
Victorians do all that they can and 
appeal to the rest of f'ar.ada to add to 
the fund.

1 find on the Columbia that tin: oil fac- 
tories tako all the oli'al and pay §4 per 
thousand fish for it, and from every 40 
Ij ah they export a gallon of the best oil 
which ia worth at wholesale 40 cents per 
gallon. Then we have the guano or fish 
manure which is worth 830 per tun on the 
docks at Liverpool by the cargo. 

While all these facts stare us in the 
face, and with so much idle capital in the 
country, shall we stand still and see such 
a state of affairs ! Let us put our shoul- 
ders to tho wheel, get up a company, 
start a manufactory and stop the wilful 
waste which makes a woeful want.

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 

London, Aug. 17. — In the commons 
to-day Parnell moved that the coercion 
act had not been administered in ac- 
cordance with pledges. which ministers 
had given -•wlieo" they, induced parlia- 
ment to suspend tlx- constitution, and 
he declared the a. t i n of the govern- 
ment in regard to . irrcion prevented 
any gratitude for the land bill. It was 
well known, he said, that but for the 
'land league the whole strength of the 
commons would be unavailing to force 
the land bill through the lords. Fie 
thought tho Irish people would be wise 
if they continued to rely upon their 
own exertions, which had procured 
them such an installment of their just 
rights. Mr. Lalior Daly followed Par- 
nell, the principal point made by all 
speakers being that the power of arrest 
under the coercion art hail been used 
to punish political agitation, and not 
against sufferers whom Chief Secretary 
of Ireland Korster denounced in his 
speech introducing the coercion bill. 
William .lohnson, the solicitor-general 
for Ireland, replied, denying these ae 
cusations. He said he hoped before 
long when peace and order were tho- 
roughly restored that prison doors 
might hp opened. Anderson, advanced 
liberal member for Glasgow, de- 
fended Nolan in urging the release of 
suspects. The latter in urging imme- 
diate release said if the government 
waited until every one in Ireland was 
contented with the land bill, the re- 
lease of prisoners would fie long defer 
red. The debute then adjourned. 

The conference of the association for 
reform in the codilication of interna 
tionnl law, which convened at Cologne, 
Germany, yesterday, holds its sessions 
in the great hall of Ifansa. The regu- 
lar officers of the association are: Honor- 
ary president, Eight Hon. Lord 
(J'JIagan; president. Light Hon. Sir 
E. J. Pliillimore, and vice presidents 
from the Unitotl States, Italy, Japan, 
the Netherlands, and Norway and Swe- 
den.

— An active ex 
change of dispatches has been proceed- 
ing for the last few days between Lon 
don and Madrid on the subject of in- 
demnities claimed by the English, Ital 
inn and Spanish subjects from the bey 
of Tunis in connection with the bom 
bardraent of Sfax, and it is believed the 
prospect of an understanding arrived 
at, even the bey declaring his utter iiu 
patience to deal with the matter 

EASTERN STATES. 
New Yoiik, Aug. 17. --The liquid 
asserts confidently that if Arthur should 
become president he will make no 
changes in the administration, will 
make no removals from office at large 
except for cause; will attempt no change 
in policy or in the personnel of tho 
present administration, and is equally 
certain that members of the present 
cabinet and some other important offi- 
cers of the government , may offer their 
resignations. Arthur will at owe ask 
tliem to continue in office, and it will 
be their highest duty to the country to 
do so. There will be no cabinet changes. 
There will be no new policies attempted 
but the country will go on and the 
public business will go on iu.st as be 
fore.

TJahomoy. 

The Rev. John Miluiii, of the Lug 
lish Wesleynn Missionary Society, has 
written a report of heart sickening 
scenes he witnessed in December last at 
Dahomey. The Icing is accustomed to 
go to war for the purpose of capturing 
men and women whom he ma\ after- 
I ward sacrifice to his ancestors. Those 
j saciilices are made every night, and at 
j least one hundred and sixty men are 
required to meet the demand. t>n 
December 10, Mr. Milum and his as- 
sociate were summoned to the king's 
palace. He writes: "On approaching the 
gate of the palace, we were again halt 
i*d, when 1 observed a very strong smell 
of putrefying flesh; and on looking 
i round for the cause, discovered two big 
[ pots full of sand on either .side of the 
I gate, in each of which w ere placed 
| three human heads with their faces 
< downward, whilst human blood was 
| scattered upon the. ground in front of 
I the entrance. On the ground inside 
! the gate as we entered we observed 
I more blood and another human head. 
I The seven men to whom these heads 
! belonged were sacrificed on the previ- 
ous night. On entering the palace 
square we saw the various chiefs seat 
ed under their respective umbrel - 
las, surrounded by their people, all 
dressed in very showy raiment, and 
each making a great display of orna- 
ments. An umbrella was sent for us 
to sit under, and soon after the king 
walked into the yard, surrounded by 
his wivps and amazons. The king is a 
tail, well proportioned man, with a 
pleasant manner and kingly bearing, 
! although it seemed to me that I could 
j see hard, cruel lines in his features. 
I There then passed before the king vari- 
1 ous processions of dancers and singers, 
his wives and amazons, umbrella car- 
riers, and several hundreds of women, 
each with a load of cowries, cloth, or 
tobacco, all of which was being taken 
to some of the platforms erected in the 
market, from whence they were 
to be scrambled for bv them. Among 
the trophies displayed were the 
umbrellas taken from the Aheo 
kutans, ornamented with the jaw- 
bones of the poor people from whom 
they were taken, w hilst the tails of the 
horses captured at the same time were 
used by the umbrella carriers for beat- 
ing off the llies. There were many 
other skulls displayed belonging to im- 
portant persons captured in war, some 
ornamented with horses' tails, others 
placed upon stools and drums, and six 
flags had the tops of their sticks stir 
mounted with skulls. Hut, the most 
; sickening and disgusting sight was that 
of six poor men, gagged and bound 
fast, in litters carried upon men's heads, 
destined to be sacrificed. One poor 
man seemed to be in the deepest dis- 
tress. -My blood boiled with indigna- 
tion at the sight, but L was powerless 
to save the poor man from death. The 
next day we were requested to be at 
the palace again, when the same kind 
of thing occurred, save that tin 1 pro- 
cessions were those of the women 
officers, and the human victims were 
displayed. There were fresh heads at 
the palace gate." 

Some days after this a new market 
was opened, and many slaves were sold 
in the market, a grandson of the king 
buying a little boy for eight strings of 
cowries, equal in value to two pence. 
I 'tiring the week on which the ceremon- 
ies connected witli the opening of this 
market were celebrated, the king was 
accustomed to throw cowries, clothes, 
etc., from a platform (o the people 
below, and finishing up by throwing 
human beings, who were then sacrificed. 
Mr. Milum states that intelligent mi 
tive aflirm that the victims tfiis year 
were taken from the town of Mikkarn, 
east of Dahomey, and that the captives 
numbered over seventeen thousand, 
besides seven thousand two hundred 
whose heads were brought, in. Ho esti- 
mates that during Ixing Geleln's reign 
iie has murdered in cold blood at least, 
five thousand four hundred prisoners of 
war. Mr, Milum well says that such 
atrocities call loudly upon the civilized 
l>owers for suppression. — .Vittstonnri/

Volcano in Idaho. 

Levvis'TOXj Aug. 10 — A volcanic erup- 
tion took place on the side of the moun- 
tain south of the .south fork of Clearwater, 
about '_'0 miles east of Mt. Idaho, on the 
0th inst. , sending forth a volume of fire 
and smoke several hundred feet in height, 
and rock which fell a distance of several 
miles from the place of eruption. The 
shock was distinctly felt at Mt. Idaho and 
011 the extreme west of Camas prairie, and 
at the mouth of Salmon river, a distance 
of about 75 miles. Later news from Ca- 
mas prairie reports that a column of black 
smoke is still issuing from the opening, 
which is distinctly visible from tho prairie. 
No one lias yet approached the place. 
Evidences of volcanic action at some for- 
mer period exist in many places iu the 
immediate vicinity. So far as appears at 
the distance viewed the opening is less 
than 1000 feet above the bed of tho south 
fork of Clearwater and within three miles 
of the Milner trail between .Mt. Idaho and 
Florence.

Nesqually, Right Rev. .). li. Brondol, bis- 
hop of Vancouver Island and twenty-twu 
clorgymon from various parts of Oregon, 
Washington and Idaho Territories and 
Vancouver Island. 

At the end of the mass Right Rev. Bis- 
hop Brondel ascended the pulpit and de- 
livered a most impressive sermon. His 
text was from the Opspel of St. John, x, 
11: "I am the good shepherd." This vest- 
men: was blessed by Pope Leo XIII, laid

carried by priestly hands across the At- 
lantic, across to the Pacific and to the city 
of Portland, where they were deposited 
011 the consecrated altar.

Our own 
United States is an illustration of this. 
Behold these forty stales, till of them 
rich in wealth and in resources, rich in 
capital and rich in men, possessing and 
receiving daily the cream of the human 
race. But the union of states in America, 
glorious though it be, cannot com- 
pare with the union of Christian churches 
covering this terrestial globe aud united 
by tho firmest bonds of faith and charity 
to the See of Rome. 

Archbishop Seghers then made his pro 
fession of faith, as required by the ponti- 
fical ritual, at the conclusion of which 
Bishop .lunger conferred upon his grace 
the archiepiscopal insignia. Having 
given his blessing to the assembly, the 
archbishop took possession uf his throne. 
Then Archbishop Blanchot read an ad- 
dress in which ho expressed his joy at 
soeing the wonderful union of the clergy 
and the people, wishing his worthy suc- 
cessor prosperity and success. To this 
Archbishop Seghers replied in .1 few 
words, thanking every one present, and 
hoping that all would co-operate with him 
in tho work. Finally, the Te Deum be 
ing ontoned, the clergy walked in pre 
cession around the church, singing a! 
ternately the hymn of thanksgiving.
